Amongſt the 
which, khe firſt being the ſtrongeſt and 
moſt grols, is called the Thumb; the next

And in ſo 
much as; find this true, if doth ſo much the 
moꝛe berifie that which J ſaid befoze, that 
theſe Aries were joyned together, as it were 
by a ter tain alliance oꝛ affinity, and that one 
without the other could very little pꝛevail. 
Foz it is moſt certain, that the inferiour 
bodies are governed by them above ; and as 
all ſtrength and power hath its influence 
from thoſe heavenly bodies; ſo likewiſe all 
lack and default cometh by them, it is moſt 
lure, Wherefoze we may well conſider, 
that Nature was a careful wozkman about 
the Creation of mans body, which hath gi- 
ben knowledge to man diverfly and mani- 
koldly, to judge by theſe thꝛer moſt Noble 
and pꝛincipal parts. 

In the other parts Ge hath not ſo done: 
fo2 the hath ſet in the hand of man cer- 
tain ſigns and tokens of the heart, bꝛain, and 
Liver; becauſe that in them the life of man 
thielly tonſiſtg. Eut ſhe hath not ſo done of 
the eyes, Gars, Bouth, Mands, and Feet, 
becauſe thoſe parts and members ok the bo⸗ 
dy, ſeem rather to be made fo2 a'comelineſs 
02 beauty to the body, than foz any neceſſity. 
W . There⸗ 
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+ Therefoze all hands have the thye Lines 
afo2eſaid.; but the other inciſions oz lines, 
many do want oz lack; Mus bandmen being 
alls excluded from hence, fo2 their contiun- 
al tabour. 

Mhereloze, ſince theſe two Sciences nerd 

ſuch a mutual help one of the other, J will 
declare unts you out of Aſtrology; , the na⸗ 
ture of the Erratical Signs, which the 
Geeks tall Planets: Saturn maketh Lad, cir⸗ 
tumſped, covetous, flow, and little ſpeak- 
erg, and lelk⸗lo vers. Jupiter cauſeth, plea⸗ 
fant, liberal, quiet, ſober, and eloquent pers 
ſons. Contrarſwiſe , Mars tauſeth cruel; 
fierce, and [yars. The Sun maketh godly; 
witty, happy, 92 fo2tunate, and couragious 

men. Venus cauſeth incontinent, libidinous, 
comely and fair. Mercury cauleth ſubtle; 
craſty, learned in Sciences and nimble 
men. The Moon maketh quick witted and 
comely, but unſtable and low. 

Now J have ſpoken of the diverſity of di⸗ 
poſitions and wits ; J will allo ſhew ſome- 
what of voyce and ſpech , whereby the di- 
pers uffecs and wozkings of the Planets as 
mongſt themſelves, may the better be un⸗ 
derſtood and known. Satvrnus doth cauſe a 
ow « and ee voice foꝛ ſpeech. Mars a 

traſhing 
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traſhing-voyce, like the bꝛeaking of Petals, 


Jupiter a ſh2il founding and gentle voice. 
Venus maketh a weak, ſoft, pleaſant, and 
effeminate volte. And lo likewiſe doth the 
Sun and Mercury. The Signs allo have their 


oper voices: Foz Virgo, Gemini, Libra, 


Aquarius, do make good voices, o; ſounds. 
Aries, Taurus, Leo, Capricorn, and the laſt 
part of Sagitary, cauſe mean voices. Can- 
cer, Scorpio, and Piſces, axe either atoge⸗ 
ther dumb, and without ſound, oz eite mi⸗ 
niſter ſome great impedtment in the ſpeech; 
there be alſo certain ſigys called fertile, be⸗ 
cauſe they do increale: which are, Cancer, 
Scorpio, oz Piſces 3; and others be called 
barren, as Gemini, Leo, Capricorn. So that 
whatſoever a man can do, map be applyed to 


the Signs, as furtherers of the lame. The

ral line; it is allo called the guadzangle, oꝛ 
(quare, Ik this line be equal, long enough, 
deep and ſtrait, it is a token of a good nature 
and ſtrength of the pꝛincipal members of 
men of modeſty, temperance , and a con- 
ſtant mind in all good wozks. Ik it ſtretch 
daſt the midſt of the hill of the koze⸗finger, 
and touch the Hill of Jupiter, it is a fign of 
vehement anger and cruelty, being red a⸗ 

| bove 
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bobe, is a ſign of a pzomoter,and envying a 
nother mans fejicity 02 welfare. And ha- 
ving bꝛanches riſing ſtrait to the finger of 
Jupiter, it doth pꝛomile pꝛomotion, increaſe 
ok riches ; and that being poo2, ſhall come by 
little and little to honour and wozſhip; 
But if the line be naked without any bzan⸗ 
ches ftretching toward the rot of the foe 
finger, it betokeneth an unkoztunate and 
poo man. Ik it have in the end thee (mall 
lines 62 bꝛanches about the hill of Jupiter,

When this lune. is joyned with the middle 
natural, ſo that they make both a ſharp co2- 
ner, the lame man hall be in many dangers 
both of body and mind, that he all be even 
weary ok his life, And ik he lack the middle 
natural line, thatthe Table Line joyning 
to the line of like, do make a ſharp coꝛner 02 
point, J judge that that man ſhall loſe his 
head, oz be deadly wounded, and ſhall 
never bzing any thing to paſs. At this line 
be divided, that one part look toward the 
middle natural, the other toward the hill of 
Saturn, it is a token that he (hall be often in 
danger ok his life, and yet eſcape. The lame 
line being ſubtil and ſtrait at the end, under 
the hill of Jupiter, it ſignifieth a Gover⸗ 
nour of a houſhold, and pꝛomot ion oz rule 
over his bꝛethꝛen, kindꝛed, and equals.

Hk 
a line coming direcly fromthe Quadzangle, 
to the hill of Saturn, diving the table-line to 
make a little croſs there, it thꝛeatneth vio⸗ 
lent death. Foz as this line is a token of 
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hill of the middle finger, and ſtreteht beyond 
the hill of the koꝛe⸗fünger, lo likewiſe, not 
touching the middle finger, and ending un⸗ 
der the hill thereof, is a ſign of ext ream po⸗ 
verty , and many calamities and dangers : 
then this line having many interruptions, 
92 inciſions lying ſcattered , it ſigniſteth a 
fooliſh and an unconſtant man, whole ſtudy 
ox deſire is to be in contention with wo⸗ 
men, as now to love, now to hate, and okten⸗ 
times to chide and fight with them. And 
this line being deep, lubtle and pale, at the 
end alozeſaid; declareth an honeſt, chaſte 
man, but weak, and much troubled with 
fickneſs and diſeaſes.

When 
there appeareth in the lame line certain 
lnalllines riſing one by another, the mo2e 
there be, the m92e honourable they declare 
him to be,and to have the greater power and 
rule, But in whoſe hand there is no Table 
line at all, Jconjecure them to be of both 
kinds, ill-willing , contentious, angry, un⸗ 
faithful, unconſtant, and ready to all mil⸗ 
chief.

 Invouth , if they be in the midſt, in middle- 
age; if at the other end, in age: and if the 
lame lines run downward, the Diſeaſe ſhall .

his colour, be it bzight o2 dark. Here is to 
be underſtood, that Cancer,Scorpio & Pilces, 
do rule the ſalt flegm , and Saturn tauleth 
all diſeaſes that come of a viſcious oꝛ ſlimy 
flegm, as the Pozphew, Lep2ofte, Canker, 
and Gout, Taurus, Virgo, and Capricorn, 
are of like nature, cold and d2y,and rule the 
Belancholly,and therefoze Venus doth cauſe 
cold and moiſt diſeaſes in the thꝛoat and pꝛi⸗ 
vy members. Likewiſe the Moon cauſeth

, Te Triangle 9 the Hand, is thee tines 
(that is to ſay)the Line of Lite, the mean 
utural line, and the line of the Liver oz

[pace fncloſed within thoſe lines, is divi⸗ 
ded into thiee parts oz comers ; whereof | 
the firſt is made by the line of Life, and the 
natural line; any is calledthe upper angle.

undivided with overthwart inciſions , it 
doth p2ognoſticate the gonfrary to all that 
is afozeſaid, Mozeover, an evident ftar in 
the ſame place, doth demonſtrate a ſtout 
man, upight, true, and of a god conſciente, 
The which man, although though adverſity 
and misloꝛtune he fall ints poverty, pet he 
ſhall rjſe again by his own vertue and god 
neſs: pet notwithfanding, it ſheweth him 
to be a feminine man, which alſo ſhall ſuffer 
fame * and trouble fo2 women, 
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Ditentimes alſo the whole table is lacky

When the two lines that 
make the Table, be far diſtant, with a great 
ſpace between them, it is a token of luper⸗

the hand being narrow and ſtrait, beto⸗ 
kencth a cobetous man, carekul to get gods, 
and therewithal deadly truel. And this is 
ſuſtcientiy ſpoken of the pꝛintipal inciſ 
ons oʒ li ies which are within the hand. And 
conſequently we will treat of the riſinas a 
hills of the fragers, and allo of oe ſingers 
themſelves, with the ſtations oß thk Planets, 
and whatſagver elle ſhall remain needful to 
be [poker o.

Pou have heard befoze declared, what the 
Characters, Lines, and Croſſes in the table 
of the hand do ſigniſie and foze-ſhpw.

The riſing oz ſwelling of the fle$, begin ing 


at the line of life, deſcending trait to * 
wꝛiſt, is called the hill of the thun: b: 
is alſo called the hill of Venus, becaule t 18 
ſoft and plain, with very few oꝛ no wii 
02 incifions, and being ruddy and lib. 0 
loured, it ſheweth the good quality, nd e- 
vate or {the body, allo a lover of women, and 
one delighting in cleanly and fine appacel. 
But ik there appear in the ſame place a 
ſho line going downward , by the 1 
. ile. 
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like, (and therefo1e is called the ſiſfer of the 
Line of Life)it ſtgniſieth a man delighting 
in Uenery, Notwithſtanding the ſame line 
being long, not bꝛoken off, waolly accompa⸗ 
nying the line of Life thozow , doth pzomiſe 
continual riches, But if it begin not in the 
upper end of the hill, but peradventure in 
the midſt, oz not far from the nether end, 
it betokeneth lack and penury in youth; 
but after , abundance and plenty. Okten 
alſo there be four Lines equally diſtant, 
coming from the top of the hill to the wift; 
which do Pꝛomile Riches and Honour, even 
in the firſt age: the which lines, if they be⸗ 
gin not at the very top, but al the joynt of 
the thumb, they pꝛomile the ſame luccelg, 
but longer and later to come to pals, eben 
in the extream age. It the ſame four lines dg 
divide the upper joynt of the thumba liftle 
within the nail, oz be very near the ſame 
foynt , and be long, bzight⸗ſhining, they 
betoken pꝛeſent honour and Riches. And 
alſo rule and dominion , if the lame four 
lines be divided, oz cut, with other [mall 
lines going overthwart. any times there 
fs a ſubtil inciſton beginning at the top of 


the hill of the thumb, going toward the 


Line of Like, which ſignifteth that al 
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ſhall dye by Came ſtroke of weapon. Alſo; 
many b2ight lines riſing over⸗againſt the 
fo2e-finger , and dividing the Line of Life, 
are tokens ofmany peregrinations,and long 
journeys to divers places. The lame lines 
dividing the Line ok lite in the upper part, 
d beginning, ſheweth a boaſter , and am⸗ 
bitious man, riotous, and venerous. Jn 
ſome alls a red line, wandzing up and down 
the hill of the thumb, betokeneth inceſt, 
and carnal company with his kindzed. Al- 
beit J would not have ſuch credit given to 
this ſcience,that this ſhould ſtrait be judged 
true, the hand being looked upon; fo2 when 
we ſpeak of accompanying with kindꝛed, we 
would have it underſtood, that man to be lo 
enflamed with fleſhly lu and appetite, that 
there is but little hope that he will abftain 
from them. To the which thing if behov- 
eth much, to behold the face and whole bo- 
dy of the man, which doth declare the 'fafe 
of life to come, Foz they that be pleaſant 
mannered leading a merry and jocond life, 
being converſant and. rejoycing in Plays 
and dances, have ſmall Stars in their hill, 
lo; this is the whole ſkudy of Venus: and

TYP ſame oꝛder of the Signs is obſerved 
herein, that is. in the artificial ; fo2 
what ſign is aſcendant, every Planet actoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the oꝛder, is to be put into every 
houſe. As if Aries be in the aſcendant of the 
birth-place, Aries in the firſt houſe, Taurus 
in the ſecond, Gemini in the third, and Can- 
cer in the fourth, If the Sun be in Cancer, 
thou ſhalt place Cancer in the firſt Boule, 
Leo in the ſecond, Virgo in the third, Libra 
in the kourth, Scorpio in the fifth, Saggittari- 
us in the firth. Capricorn in the ſeventh, 
which is oppoſite to Cancer: and the other 
in their oꝛdet as you well know. 

But the Loꝛdſhip and Governours of. the 
ſigns is clean pꝛepoſterous and contrary to 


. that which is alledged of Firmicus ; fo2 here 


only reſpec is had to the Lo2ds of the alcen⸗ 


dent, and alter him the other Planets in 


each houſe; are to be placed arcozding to 


Fheir natural ozder. And
